ALBANY, N. Y., 
announced to-night that Dr. Hermann M. 
Biggs, who recently retired as Chief 
Medical Director of the New York City 
Tlealth Department, had agreed to be- 
come head of the State Health De- 
partment. His nomination will be sent 
to the Senate Monday night, when the 
Legislature reconvenes, and without 
doubt will be confirmed without much 
delay. 

The post of State Health 
sioner was tendered to Dr. 
Gov. Sulzer, but he declined the 
on the ground that he 
conditions under which he must work 
unsatisfactory.

other Governors had urged him to direct | 


the work of protecting and promoting 
the public health in this State, with no 


better success, as the State Department | 


of Health did not then possess the large 
powers, the organization, or the poten- 


tiality as a health agent that has been|} 


afforded it under the new health law, 
drafted last year by a commission of 
which Dr. Biggs himself was Chairman. 

Dr. Biggs will succeed Dr, Eugene H. 
Porter of New York City, who was ap- 
pointed Health Commissioner by the 
late Gov. Higgins in 1905, and reap- 
pointed by Gov. Hughes in 1909. 
the law enacted last year the salary 
will be $8,000, and the term of office 
for three years. Under the old law the 
salary was only $6,000. 

Gov. Glynn expressed his great satis- 
faction over acquiring the 
Iv.

“* Because of the part Dr. Biggs had

twenty-six years. He was pathologist 
and Director of New York City’s bac- 
instraec laboratory, which he was 
the mental in establishing.

vds in sanitary surveillance of infectious 
diseases. He also introduced diphtheria 
anUtoxin into this country and  di-

Dr. 3iggs was born 
Tompkins County, New Y rk, in 1859. 
After graduating from ornell Uni- 
versity and Bellevue Hospital Medical 
College, he studied in the University of 
Berlin and the University of Greifs- 
wald, Germany. He was the first Di- 
rector of the Carnegie Laboratory, and 
gave the first systematic teaching in 
bacteriology given in this country. He 
has been Professor of Pathological 
Anatomy, Professor of Therapeutics and 
Clinical Medicine, and Associate Pro- 
fessor of Medicine in Bellevue Hospital 
and University Medical College 
_He is visiting physician of Bellevue, 
St. Vincent’s, Willard Parker, and Riv- 
erside Hospitals. He is a member of 
the British Institute, of Public Health 
and the International 
Bureau cf Berlin. He is also honorary 
fellow of the Hygienic Institute of Great 
Britain and was knighted by the King 
of Spain for distinguished services to 
sanitation. He is fellow of the New 
York Academy of Medicine and a mem- 
ber of the New York County, New 
York State and the American 
cal Associations, the Association 
American Physicians, the Clinical 
ciety, the Practitioners’ Society, 
American Climatological Society 
the British Medical Association.

Mr. Lankford'’s business career began 
in the railroad field. He was a member 
of a prominent and weaitny Maryland 
family, and was born on Feb. 28, 1867, 
at Princess Anne, Md., the son of 
Uriah J. and Elizabeth Bounds Lank- 
ford. After he was educated at the 
Washington Academy in his home town 
he entered the railroad service as a 
clerk in the offices of the Eastern Shore 
Railroad, now known as the New York, 
Philadelphia & Norfolk Railroad. 

From Sept. 1, 1887, until Dec. 1, 1892, 
he was auditor of different railroads in 
the South. For nearly two years after- 
ward he was cashier and treasurer of 
the Broadway Railroad Company, now 
a part of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
system. He entered the service of the 
Southern Railway Company as assist- 
ant secretary in June, 1894. 

Besides being Vice President of the 
Southern Railway Company, Mr. Lank- 
ford held the same position in the fol- 
lowing companies: he Atlanta Ter- 
minal Company, Birmingham Terminal 
Company, Chattanooga Station Com- 
pany, Gulf Terminal Company, and the 
Kentucky & Indiana Terminal Railroad 
Company. He was Secretary of the 
Alabama, Great Southern Railroad Com- 
pany, New Orleans & Texas Pacific 
Railway Company, the Virginia South- 
western Railway Company, and other 
Southern railroads.

TELLS OF TRUNK MURDER. 


Girl’s Story Expected to Clinch Case 
Against Four Men. 


Stella Kwialtowska, the 18-year-old

TURKS HELD IN PARIS PLOT. 


Accused of Complicity in Attempt 
to Slay Cherif Pasha. 


PARIS, Jan. 15.—The police have ar- 
rested two persons charged with com- 
plicity in the attempt yesterday to 
Mehmed Cherif Pasha, 
one of the chiefs of the Radical Turkish 
Party. They are Sheikowsky Iskander 
Bey and Burhann Eddine Bey, brother 
of the Turkish Minister at Brussels. 

Iskander Bey, interrogated by Ex- 
amining’ Magistrate Drioux, admitted 
that he knew both Cherif Pasha and his 
cretary, Pertev Bey. He was com- 
missioned by the Turkish Government 
to watch them closely, and report 
their doings, but he denied any knowl- 
edge of the intended assassination. 

The police declare that Iskander Bey 
was in frequent conference with Azim 
Bey, the ex-Chief of Police of Constan- 
tinople, who is accused by Cherif Pasha 
of heading a vand of secret agents with 
Iskander, also 
to the police, consorted with 
a number of Turks known as “ Fedais,”’ 
or members of the Committee of Union 
and Progress, who were sworn to carry 
out any order of the committee, no 
matter how desperate the nature. Im- 
portant documents have been seized at 
his apartment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 156.—Representa-| 
tive Martin D, Foster of Illinois, Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Mines, 
in charge of the Administration bill for 
the reservation of radium-bearing ]-nds 
upon the public domain, issued a statr- 
ment to-night dealing with the reported 
opposition of the people of Colorado and} 
Utah to the proposal. 

Mr. Foster says the Government aims 
to have the carnotite ores in these lands | 
mined ‘‘and the radium extracted [or 
the treatment of cancer and other ma- 
Mgnant diseases in the hospitals of the} 
country.” He expresses the fear that 
if this step is not taken these deposits| 
“ will become the basis of private spec- 
ulation and that the radium, when cb- 
tained, will be sold at almost prohibi- 
tive prices.” 

“This, it is claimed,’’ he asserts, “* has 
been the manner of exploitation so far, 
and the result is that the United States, 
although having almost a world monop- 
oly of the radium-bearing ores, has less 
radium for the treatment of her hun-| 
dreds of thousands of sufferers from 
cancer than any prominent country of | 
Europe. In view of the tremendous hu- 
man problem involved, [ cannot believe 
the people of Colorado will oppose a step 
to terminate a disease that levies a toll 
of 75,000 human beings annually in the 
United States. 

“Less than a year ago the Bureau | 
of Mines made the discovery that tons 
and tons of this precious ore had been 
shipped from Colorado to Europe and 
that no radium has been made in the 
United States. In 1912 enough of this 
carnotite ore to make nine grams of | 
radium, the cream of the deposits, was 
shipped to Europe, while the total ra- 
dium in this country at the present 
time is less than two grams.

ST. JOHN, N. B., Jan. 15.—Capt. J: 
Howson and the thirteen members of his 
crew who remained overnight on the 
wreck of the Royal Mail Steamer Cobe- 


quid, stranded on Trinity Ledge in the| 


Bay of Fundy, were taken off to-day 


and were landed here to-night by the} 


government steamer Lansdowne. It is 


expected that the Cobequid will be a| 


total loss. 

Capt. Howson declined to assign the 
cause of the disaster, saying that was 
a matter for the marine inquiry to 
determine. 

“TJ was on the bridge myself at the 
time the steamer struck, and if anyone 
{s to blame E am the man,” he said, 
and added: 

“The weather was extremely thick, 
the heavy snowfall making it impos- 
sible to see much further than the 
steamer’s bows. This condition arose 
after we had passed Seal Island, 
and when it was too late to turn back 
and head for the open sea. We were 
taking soundings every half hour, but 
the approach to the ledges is in deep 
water, and, while one sounding showed 
plenty of depth, the next was being 
made just as the steamer struck. 

“The shock when the vessel went on 
the ledges was not great, but it was 
eufficient to hold her hard and fast 
and to pierce the bottom. It was then 
almost low tide. As the water rose the 
holds were flooded, and it was neces- 
sary to draw the fires under the boilers 
to prevent an explosion. This cut off 
the power of the dynamo which oper- 
ates the wireless apparatus, but in the 
meantime the S O S psilgnal had been 
sent out with information regarding our 
location, which we then believed to be 
on Briar Island. It was twenty-five 


minutes before We received any answer 
to our calls from the Sable Island wire- 
less station, a fact for which it is hard 
to find a reason. 


Death Balked by a Door. 


** As the water crept up in the steamer 
it became necessary to vacate the lower 
decks, and finally the only part of the 
steamer which was habitable was my 
own cabin and the ladies’ boudoir, which 
adjoined it. Even then we were in fear 
of sudden death. The danger point was 
the wooden door. The deck in front of 
it had been forced up by the heavy seas, 
but there was danger that the door 
would be battered down at any minute. 
If this occurred, the whole deckhouse 
inevitably would be washed overboard.

Nobody to Blame, Says Director.

YARMOUTH, N. S., Jan. 15.—The

SIEGEL DEPOSITORS 
REFUSE 30 PER GENT. 


Insist on First Payment in Cash 
of at Least Half Their 
Claims. 


MR. VOGEL RAISES MONEY 


Possibility of a First Payment to 
Depositors by the End of 
January. 


Following the determination of the 
mercantile and bank creditors of the va- 
rious Siegel concerns to dispose first of 
the claims: of the 15,000 depositors of the 
failed banking firm of Henry Siegel & 
Co. as a necessary preliminary to any 
reorganization of the Siegel enterprises, 
it was learned yesterday that a tenta- 
tive offer of settlement of the depositors’ 
claims on the basis of 30 per cent. cash 
and security to insure payment of the 
baiance has been made to the depositors. 
The depositors, however, through their 
counsel, J. P. Murray of Coudert Broth- 
‘ers, rejected the offer as too small, in- 
sisting on a more substantial cash pay- 
ment of 50 per cent. or thereabouts. 

John B. Stanchfield, counsel for Henry 
Siegel and Frank W. Vogel, the copart- 
ners in the failed bank, visited District 
Attorney Whitman yesterday. Neither 
Mr. Stanchfield nor the District Attor- 
ney would discuss their interview, but it 
was learned that it had been about the 
Siegel bank case, and that Mr. Stanch- 
field had explained the whole situation 
as it now stands, Assurance was given, 
it was said in the Criminal Courts 
Building, that substantial payment to 
the depositors would be made in the 
very beginning of the reorganization 
proceedings. 

Already, it is understood, Frank E. 
Vogel, who has been busy gathering up 
funds among his and Mr. Siegel's friends 
and relatives in Chicago, has collected 
about $500,000, which would permit the 
Gash payment of about 20 per cent. of 
the bank’s $2,500,000 of deposits. The 
balance, it was said on good authority, 
would probably be guaranteed by a 
large downtown firm as underwriters, 
who would in turn be secured by stock 
of the various subsidiary stores and con- 
cerns of the Siegel Stores Corporation. 

The District Attorney, it was said, 
was very unwilling to hamper by any 
adverse action any proceedings looking 
toward the repayment of the bank’s de- 
positors and reorganization of the Siegel 
concerns. He refused to give any inti- 
mation of his stand in the matter, how- 
ever, either as to the present or the near 
future. Under the statute, he has two 
years in which possible action can be 
taken. 

The need of general co-operation and 
the imperative necessity of avoiding 
any step that might upset the present 
reconstructive measures ds concerns the 
depositors and creditors alike, was 
strongly emphasized by all elements 
concerned in the Siegel case yesterday. 
All of them, too, were very hopeful of 
speedy and satisfactory results. All 
were agreed, too, that the bank’s deposi- 
tors must be pald off first. 

There was a stormy meeting of deposi- 
tors yesterday in the loft space at 438 
West Thirteenth Street, where the tem- 
porary office of the Siegel bank has 
been established. There J. P. Munch, 
Chairman of the Depositors’ Committee 
of Ten, read to the meeting the letter 
from Stanchfield & Levy, Henry Siegel's 
counsel, giving assurance that steps 
were busily under way for the collec- 
tion of funds with which to make an 
immediate payment to the depositors 
and security for the balance. Mr. 
Munch told, too, of his own interview 
with Mr. Siegel, saying that the latter 
had wept as he talked of the depositors. 

A storm of discord broke upon the 
meeting when Mr. Munch urged all the 
depositors to put their case in the hands 
of Coudert Brothers, the law firm 
through whose dealings with the other 
elements in the case the present neg- 
otiations and results had been achieved. 
Benjamin Marcus, who said he was both 
a lawyer and a depositor, objected to 
this, saying that no lawyers were neces- 
sary at all. Mr. Marcus himself had 
appeared before the Senate Janking 
Commission on the day before, saying 
that he represented some of the deposi- 
tors.

been arrested. 

Warrants were prepared for the thirty- 
elght_ union men accused of conspiracy, 
and Deputy Sheriffs scurried over the 
county late to-day serving them. More 
a dozen individuals had been ar- 
rested to-night, and Circuit Court Com- 
missioners in Houghton and Calumet 
were kept busy approving bonds of 
$1,000, under which many of the pris- 
ohers were released, 

So far as could be learned none of 
the sealed indictments related to the 
deportation of Moyer and Charles Tan- 
ner on the night Dec. 26. Besides 
Mr. Moyer, the following men were in- 
dicted:

Senator Favors Federal Ownership 
of the Coal Supply. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Government 
ownership of the great coal mines of 
the country as a remedy for strike 
disturbances was recommended by Sen- 
ator Martine of New: Jersey to-day in 
a report submitted to Chairman Swan- 
son of the Senate committee which in- 
vestigated the West Virginia coal strike 
troubles. Senator Martine, who was 
charged with the inquiry regarding in- 
terference with the mails and the em- 
Pioyment of contract labor,’ reported 
that the evidence failed to establish | 
either of these conditions. 

‘The report attributed much of the 
violence in West Virginia to the pres- | 
ence of armed guards, hired by the 
mine operators, and recommended the 
passage of a bill which Senator Mar- | 
tine introduced in the Senate last ses- 
sion prohibiting the employment of | 
armed police by private organizations. 

“Coal, under our civilization,” said 
Senator Martine, ‘‘is a necessity.

JOHN C. Groomer. He is the man who 
created and now rules the Pennsylvania 
Constabulary, a body of soldier-police- 
men hardly less famous and not less ef- 
ficient than the one it most nearly re- 
sembles, the Northwest Mounted Police 
of Canada. 

Major Groomer is a man who appeals 
to the imagination. Born to wealth and 
high social standing, he has chosen to 
live laborious days in the service of the 
public. When disorder and lawlessness 
had come to be the normal condition in 
the coal fields of his State, when poli- 
tics and murder were in congenial part- 
nership there, and when crimes of vio- 
lence hardly ever led to prosecution and 
almost never to punishment except as 
summary vengeance inflicted by other 
criminals, the task of restoring and 
maintaining order was intrusted to him. 
He very promptly performed it, and 
with not less of tact than of firmness 
and courage. 

The police in the mining towns were in 
many cases worse than useless; they 
were selected from the class against 
which they were supposed to give pro- 
tection, and usually they sympathized 
with and assisted in perpetuating the 
reign of terror. The idea that Major 
Groome’s constables could change estab- 
lished conditions excited smiles at first, 
but the smiles soon gave way to serious- 
ness, for when the men with the long 
clubs rode into one of the mining towns, 
the old intimidations and influences 
were found to be no longer trustworthy 
and ‘‘ due process of law ’’ became the 
rule, not the exception.

Efficiency Commissioner Takes 
Up the Investigation and 
Gets Results at Once. 


HE MAY SUPPLANT OSBORNE 


Engineers Who Complained of

ALBANY, Jan. 15. — Commissioner 
John H. Delaney of the Department of 
Efficiency and Economy took up the 
investigation of the State Highway Com- 
mission to-day and it resulted in some 
startling disclosures.

Highway Department, which involved 
what one of the witnesses character- 
ized as “a gift from the Highway De- 
partment to the contractors,’ aggre- 
gating $11,127 on the work so far com- 
pleted. 

Engineers who complained about the 
quality of the work and the use of 
materials not provided for in the con- 
tract were threatened by the contract- 
ors with removal “unless they kept 
their noses out of the contractor's af- 
fairs.” The evidence showed that three 
engineers who had been persistent in 
their efforts to hold the contractors to 
the terms of their contracts actually 
were supplanted by directions from the 
Albany office of the State Highway De- 
vartment. Then, as now, John N. Car- 
isle was at the head of the department.

Gifford, Hobbs & Beard Accused 
in Action Which Involves 
Acts of J. G. Robin. 


PLOT TO RUIN HIM CHARGED 


And Plan to ‘‘ Cheat and Financially 
Wreck the Northern Bank 
of New York.” 


The four members of the law firm of 
Gifford, Hobbs & Beard were made de- 
fendants in a suit begun yesterday in 


the Supreme Court for the recovery of | 
2,750,000. The action is an outcome of | 


‘the failure of the Northern Bank of 
.New York. Besides asking for this huge 
sum, the complaint seeks to enjoin the 
firm from disposing of any of the prop- 
erty in dispute and to compel it to give 
an accounting of every transaction with 
the bank by which it profited. The ap- 
pointment of a receiver to take charge 
of all of this money and property is de- 


manded. 


The suit was begun by William Dun-| 


can Cameron, as attorney for Frank 
Demarest, one of the bank’s depositors. 
Mr. Cameron, it is said, represents 
more than a score of depositors whose 
claims amounted to several hundred | 
thousand dollars. | 

The complaint contains 115 para-}| 
eraphs. The defendant firm is made up| 
of James M. Gifford, Charles B. Hobbs, | 
Anson McCook Beard, and John D. 
Fearhake. They are well known cor- 
poration lawyers, and represent such 
important interests as the Columbia- 
Knickerbocker Trust Company, the 
American Agricultural Chemical Com- 
pany and the Union Typewriter Com- 
pany. 

Throughout the story of the failure of 
the bank as told in the legal papers ap- 
pears the figure of Joseph G. Robin, the 
revelation of whose financial operations | 


was capitalized at $4,000,000, by means 
of which, it is alleged, securities of this 
corporation held by the Northern Bank 
were rendered of little value. 


Beard Gives Firm’s Side. 

Mr. Beard of Gifford, Hobbs & Beard 
said yesterday afternoon that the 
charges made ag@inst his firm would 
be answered fully in due season. 

‘““We worked two years,’”’ Mr. Beard 
sald, ‘‘in helping to save_the bank and 
the depositors from loss. We collected 


| $1,500,000 and we never got a penny for 
jour services. The only stock that Mr. 
Gifford owned in the bank were ten 
shares which were held simply to qualify 
him as a Director.’’ 

Charges against Mr. Gifford were pre- 
sented some time ago to the Grievance 
Committee of the Bar Association, and

| HAVANA, Jan. 15.—Up to 6 o'clock 
this evening only three tenders had 
| been received for Cuba’s ten-million-

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SHOWS HOW TO SAVE 
MILLIONS FOR CITY 


Controller Prendergast Tells of 
New Plan of Financing at 
Credit Men’s Dinner. 


SUGGESTS TEN-YEAR NOTES 


Would Then Pay $61,000,000 for 
$50,000,000, as Against $134,663,- 
750 Under 50-Year Bond Method. 


Controller William A. Prendergast, in 
an address delivered last night at the 
midwinter dinner of the New York 
Credit Men’s Association at the Hotel 
Astor, outlined a new financia! policy 
for the City of New York that would 
save millions of dollurs for the taxpay- 
ers in the long run if adopted, he said, 
Briefly Mr. Prendergast’s scheme was 
to stop issuing long-term bonds, and in 
their stead borrow the money needed on 
short-time notes, all of which were to 
be paid off within ten years of the date 
of issue. 

It would mean an increase of some 
proportion in the annual budget, he ad- 
mitted, but on top of that admission he 
said that he would again urge the Board 
of Estimate to-day to adopt his pian 
for the establishment of a central pur- 
chasing bureau, by which he hoped to 
save $4,000,000 annually for the city, 
to the annual budget brought about by 
the issuing of $00,000,000 short time 
} notes for improvements. 

He summed his plan up in these words, 
| after asserting that there had been in 
the past too much of a tendency to 
cast upon posterity the financial bur- 
dens incurred by the present generation: 

“We will assume that we have im- 
provements that it is absolutely neces- 
sary should be made, amounting to 
$50,000,000; or, expressing it in another 
way, we want to avoid the issuance of 
long-term bonds this year to the amount 
of $50,000,000. I believe that satis- 
factory legislation could be secured 
which would enable the city to borrow 
this sum of money on its short-time 
notes, with the understanding that one- 
tenth of this amount of $50,000,000 was 
to be included each year for ten years 
in the annual tax budget and a cor- 
responding amount of notes annually 
retired, 

‘*A comparison of this method of bor- 
rowing with our present method of is-| 
Sains Wece-toten bonds suggests financial | 
results that are almost astounding. For 
instance, an issue of $50,000,000 of short | 
time notes at 4 per cent., to be paid | 
during the next ten years in ten annual 
installments, including principal and In- | 
terest, would represent an aggregate 
outlay by the city during the period of 
$61,000,000, but at the end of that time 
his indebtedness would be paid. If we 
were to issue $50,000,000 of fifty-year 
bonds at 4% per cent., we would have 
to pay interest upon them to the amount 
of $112,500,000, and lay aside in amortiza- | 
tion charges $22,163,750, or an aggregate 
cost for this $50,000,000 bond tssue of 
$184,663,750. The difference between the 
two methods would mean a saving to the 
City of New York of $78,663,750. 

‘“It may be claimed by some that there 
is @ great economic value to the people 
of the city in being able to spread this 
outlay over fifty years, and that they 
are justified in doing so, although the 
difference in the cost would reach so 
high a figure as $73,000,000; but I am 
certain that in the present tendencies of 
public finance and ‘n the present con- 
dition of the credit market any economiic 
advantage the people think would come 
to them is largely illusionary, and that | 
the safest course for them to follow | 
would be to have the present generation 
stand as much of the burden as it rea- 
sonably could be expected to. Further- 
more, it must not be forgotten that just 
as quickly as the opportunity for bor-

SPREADS MILK CRUSADE. 
Nathan Straus at New Haven Urges 


Adoption of Pasteurization. 


Special to The New York Times, 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 16.—In- 
itiating a movement to introduce the 
process of pasteurization of milk into 
American cities outside of New York, 
Nathan Straus, head of the movement in 


New York City, appeared before the 
New Hayen Chamber of Commerce to- 
day and congratulated New Haven on 
| being the first American city to promote 
the plan. He was accompanied by his 
son, Nathan Straus, Jr., and Miss Anna 
Nason, who has had charge of the model 
laboratory in New York City. 

Mr. Straus said that pasteurized milk 
and fresh air would keep almost any 
baby healthy, and he referred to the 
home pasteurizer as a valuable aid in 
the preparation of the milk. 

Prof. Rosenay of Harvard University 
praised the activity of the New Haven 
Chamber of Commerce in taking the in- 
itiative among American cities outside 
of New York in preparing for the in- 
stallation of a Straus model pasteurizer, 
and said that, as a life-saving device, 
he knew nothing to equal it. 

Miss Nason described in detail the 
methods in vogue at the New York 
laboratory, a a model in making the 
demonstration. She recommended taking 
the home pasteurizer into every tene- 
ment, and said that babies often spent 
the Summer in the country and became 
ill from feeding on raw milk, only to 
return to the city and thrive on milk 
treated by pasteurization. 

Representatives of the Civic Federa- 
tion, the Mothers’ Club, the Baby Wel- 
fare Club, and several other city organi- 
zations indorsed the idea and expressed 
themselves as eager to obtain a Straus 
model laboratory for the city. 

Miss Nason will take the apparatus 
which she brought to this city to James- 
town and to Bridgeport for demonstra- 
tions before returning to New York 
City. Thee days will be spent here, two 
of them devoted to demonstrating the

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Glass Hat Pin Tops Properly Dutla- 
ble at 20 Per Cent. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday sustained a pro- 


test by the National Hat Pin emeeny, 
New York, holding that glass hat pin 
tops are proven dutiable under the 
tariff act of 190), at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem as imitation precious stones 
jused in the manufacture of jewelry. 

Collector Malone assessed the tops as 
manufactures of paste or glass, at 45 
per cent. The board held that this ac- 
} tion was erroneous and ordered a re- 
| liquidation of the duties on the lower 
| basis. 

Adverse action was taken by the board 
;on protests by the Eastern Specialty 
Company, Philadelphia, regarding the 
| duty On sapphires used as bearings in 
electric motors. Duty was taken at the 
rate of 50 per cent. ad valorem un- 
der Paragraph 112, of the old law, as 
semi-precious stones not used in the con- 
struction of jewelry. The importers 
claimed a rate of 10 per cent. under 
Paragraph 192, directly or by simili- 
tude as watch and clock jewels, or at 
10 per cent. under Paragraph 449, either 
directly or by similitude as other 
Precious stones or stmi-precious stones, 
cut but not set, for use {n the manufac- 
ture of jewelry. The board held that 
{the Collector should have taxed the 
| Sapphires under Paragraph 05 as earthy 
|or mineral substances. As the importers 
failed to make this claim, the Collec- 
tor’s classification, although erroneous, 
| stands. 
| Russmann, Galland, & Wechmar, New

As antimony articles carry a low duty,

law. Customs officials have been or- 
| dered to make chemical tests to deter- 
|}mine the character of the metal before 
{classifying the goods for duty. The

GOAT SKINS CLASSIFIED. 


Treasury Department Issues Final 
Letter of Instructions. 


The Treasury Department has 4dis- 
Pelled the uncertainty which has ex- 
isted for some time regarding the classi- 
fication to be accorded under the new 
tariff law on importations of mats, rugs, 
robes, or garments made in part of goat 
skin. F. A. Higgins, Appraiser of this 
port, expressed the opinion in a letter to 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Hamlin that it was the intention of Con- 
gress in framing the present law to 
classify all material of goat and dog 
|skins at the rate of 10 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. It was also suggested that the 
| provision for plates and mats of the 


skins named should be construed to cover 
| Tugs and robes of the same materail. 

In his letter of instructions te customs 
officials, Mr. Hamlin Says: 

‘“‘The department concurs fn the opin- 
ion expressed by you, that it was the in- 
tention of Congress that dog skins and 
goat skins, when imported as material, 
should be assessed at a lower rate of 
duty than furs dressed on the skin or 
furs further advanced than dressing or 
dyeing when prepared for use as ma- 
terial, Including plates and linings. It 
will be observed by reference to Para- 
graph 348 that the first class provides 
for furs dressed in skins at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem; furs further advanced, 
when prépared for use as muterial, 40 
per cent. ad valorem, and wearing ap- 
parel, composed wholly or in chief value 
of fur, 50 per cent; whereas the same 
paragraph provides that plates and mats 
|} of dog and goat skins shall be dutiable 
;at 10 per cent. ad valorem and that 
wearing apparel composed of the skins 
of the dog or goat shall be subject to 
}duty at the rate of 15 per cent. ad va- 
lorem,”* 

The Assistant Secretary then says that 
in view of the provisions cited the de- 
|}partment Is clearly of the opinion that 
|}to give effect to Congressional intent 
|goat skin* rugs and dog skin rugs and 
robes, which, it appears, if not identical 
in character, are similar to mats and 
plates, should be assessed at 10 per cent.
